WHEELER ON STANTON. 


The Kesoliution to Leave the Speech out of 
the Record, 

WASHINGTON, June 14,—In the house, Mr. 
Cobb, of Indiana, called up the report of the 
committee on public lands, recommending 
concurrence in the senate amendments to the 
Atlanta and Pacific land forfeiture biil. 

Mr. McCrae, of Arkansas, vigorously oppos- 
ed the senate amendments contending that 
notwithstanding the title of bill the adoption 
of the amendments would convert the bill in- 
to a confirmatory act. 

The report of the committee was then 
agrecd to and the amendments concurred in. 

Under the call of statesa number of bills 
and resolutions were introduced and referred. 
Among them the following: 

sy Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, a resolution 
reciting the resolution offered some time ago 
by Mr. Kelley, directing the public printer to 
omit from the permanent record the speech 
delivered by Mr. Wheeler upon Edwin M. 
Stanton,stating that the resolution is so framed 
as to rencer it impossible that the house will 
adopt it, and asking for the appointment of a 
special committee to examine the speech and 
expunge therefrom an¥ unjust reflection upon 
kdwin M. Stanton, or any expression in re- 
gard to Abraham Lincoln which is not com- 
merdatory and eulogistic. 

The tloor was then accorded to District of 
Columbia com mittee. 

Bills were passed incorporating the trustees 
of the Young Womens’ Christian home, and 
prohibiting bookmaking of all kinds and p9ol- 
se liingin the district. 

A bill to incorporate the Washington cable 
railway company of the District of Columbia 
gave rise to considerable discussion, being ad- 
vecated by Mr. Heard, of Missouri, and oppos- 
ed by Mr. Gibson, of West Virginia, but no ac- 
tion was taken. 

Following is the text of the resolution offer- 
cd in the house today by Representative Hew- 
itt to pres¢ribe for the celebration of the anni- 
versary of the foundation of the government:

so as to preserve the succeeding generation’s mein- 
ory of the wisdom and patriotism of the fathers of 
the republic ia framing the constitution which has 
secured to their descendants the blessfngs of liber- 
ty, uncer Which the perpetuity of the federal gov- 
errment has been firmly established, through an 
indissoluble union of sovereign states, capable of 
indefinite expansion without impairing the right 
of lecal selr-goverument tor which other people 
had struggled in vain.

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RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


From General Gilmore in Refer- 


enceto Pians Proposed. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—Senator Gibson 
submitted in the senate today for reference to 
the commerce committee a letter from General 
Gilmore, chief of engineers, in relation to the 
provision in the river and harbor bill as passed 
by the house for Mississippi river 
improvement. (General Gilmore says 
the provision appropriating $2,250,000 
for work below Cairo is left ina most 
awkward and impracticable shape, Money 
is to be expended under the direction of the 
secretary of war without the intervention of 
Mississippi river commission, provided that 
the work on Lake Providence reaches are _ to 
be completed—by whom it does not say, and 
provided that the commission may build and 
repair levees as heretofore, as part of the sys- 
tem of improvement, 

General Gilmore says there can be no 
want of harmony between the secretary and 
the commission, yet he urged that the duties 
of commission should be more sharply defined 
in the bill, otherwise the friends of the im- 
provement may be disappointed in the way 
the money is allotted. Hesaysit is neither 
desirable nor expedient that the plan of com- 
mission should be turther ‘‘tested,” as the

house bill directs. The plan has 
been tested already with am- 
ply successful results. There are 


50 per cent greater low water depths now over 
stretches covered by the works than the com- 
mission originally promised, and quite enough 
to secure transportation at lowest water, when 
the work sh:ll have been extended to the 
shoals above and below. Through navigation 
bas nct yet received any practical benefit, for 
the simple reason that improvement is re- 


stricted to localities hemmed in by a 
bad river above and below. (;en- 
eral? Gilmore disclaims any desire on 


the part of comission to retain control of im-~ 
provement. He expresses a fear that the out- 
let fallacy, by which it is persistently claimed 
that destructive floods can be prevented by 
drawing off the flood waters and conveying 
them by separate routes to the gulf, is destin- 
ed to have costly and abortive trial. General 
Gilmore dwells upon this point at considera- 
bla length, declaring it to be inevitable that 
the effect of the new outlet will be to reduce 
the velocity of the stream below it, resulting 
inshoaling and in ultimate disaster to regions 
above. He regards the Lake Borgne outlet 
scheme as visionary and cannot believe that 
a single hydraulic engineer of respectable 
standing in his profession can be found among 
its advocates. 


A ROYAL VISITOR. 


A Real Live Prince in Washington City—A 
State Reception. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—Prince Auguste 
Leopolde, of Saxe, grandson of the Emperor 
Dom Pedro, of Brazil, arrived in this city to- 
night from New York. He was accompanied 
by Captain Saldauha De Gama, commander of 
the Brazilian cruiser Almarenti Barrozo, and 
First Lieutenant J. Alves DeBrito, of the Bra- 
zilian navy. The Brazilian minister and his 
secretary of legation met the party at the 
depot, escorted them to the Arlington hotel, 
where they will remain during their stay 
here. They will occupy the suite of rooms 
which the president occupied when he came 
to Washington previous to his inauguration. 
The presideut will receive the prince tomor- 
tow morning. The prince will also attend a 
state reception atthe white house tomorrow 
evening.

KANSAS CITY GETS UP A LITTLE 
EXCITEMENT. 


Ap Attempt to Kill Dr. Munford, of the Times—An 
Excited Citizen Wounds Three or Four Pas- 
sevgerse—Indignation and Threats of 
Violence Against the Offender. 


Kansas City, Mo., June 14.—Dr. Morrison 
Munford, proprietor of the Times, and two 
others were shot today by W. A. Carlile, an 
attorney. Munford was in a street railway 
car when Carlile entered, drew a revulver and 
spoke to Munford, saying: “You have tra- 
duced my wife, and I will kill you,” at the 
same moment firing at Munford, who was but 
three feet distant. The ball struck Muanfor], 
lodging just below his* breast bone. Carlile 


fired again, the ball cutting his in- 
tended victim’s coat and strik- 
ing Miss Jennie Streeter, “a 


girlof16. Munford then stepped forward 
trying in the meantime to drawa revolver and 
Carlile stepped into the street and began fir- 
ing through the window, one ball striking a 
passenger named John Hale in the face. After 
firing five shots, Carlile was arrested. He was 
conducted down Main street, followed by an 
angry crowd. His action in shooting indis- 
criminately into a throng aroused greatest in- 
dignation, and threats of violence were made 
on all sides. All the wounded will probably 
recover. The trouble originated in the publi- 
cation by the Times of charges against Car- 
lile’s professional and moral character. 

Dr. Munford isa native of Kentucky and 
widely known through his position a3 propri- 
etor of the Times. Carlile is a Virginian by 
birth. He married in Chicago in 1877 and has 
practiced Jaw here for some years, He is a 
son of ex-Senator John Carlile, once United 
States senator from West Virginia, 
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BRITTON’S ACQUITTAL., 


A Case Breaks Down on Account of Want of 
Evidence. 

ST. Louts, June 14.—The preliminary ex- 
amination of Jack Britton, who was arrested 
several days ago on charge of being the leader 
in theconspiracy to rob the East St. Louis 
hank, took place this morning before Justice 
Chaloner. The man who disclosed the plot 
before it could be carried into execution prov- 
¢«d to be J. J. Powell, who, like Britton, is an 
East St. Louis carpenter. Powe!l, when put 
on the stand, made a statement of the whole 
plot, which, he said, was dsicovered before it 
could be executed by a_ detective who 
induced him to reveal its details. Britton 
was put on the stand, and denied Powell's al- 
legations, saying he knew absolutely nothing 
of the plot to rob the banks. He also brought 
forward a number of witnesses who testified 
io his good character. As prosecution rested 
their case upon the statement of Powell, havy- 
ing nothing further of a criminal nature to 
advance, Justice Chaloner concluded that 
there was no case against Britton, and he dis- 


charged him.

It is expected 
that fifteen thousand people will participate. 
Noted socialist speakers have been secured, 
one of the most prominent being William G, 
Geerschurch, of Baltimore. The exiled 
Prince Krapotkine, who is now in London, 
about to sail for the United States, is expected 
to be in attendance.

STORMS IN THE WEST, 


All Communication Cut Off With Galveston 
Re —The City Inundated. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 14 —A severe storm is 
reported at Galveston, Texas. At present 
there is no telegraphic communication with 
that city. Lines are all right as far as Hous- 
ten. Itis stated that a gale, reaching sixty 
miles an hour, was blowing at Galveston at 6 
o'clock this morniag, and that the water was 
high over the east aad west ends of that place. 
A number of vessels were outside the bar, but 
vo pilets could go to them and none can come 
ip. It seems that the storm this morning 
washed away portions of two bridges which 
span Galveston bay, and swept away every 
telegraph line running into Galveston, and 
the city is completely cut off from railway and 
telegraphic communication. 

GALVESTON, Jvne 14.—This island was vis- 
ited by an excoedingly heavy storm last night. 
A gale set in at sundown, blowing from the 
east. Itreachd its height at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, When the wind registered a velocity 
of fifty miles per hour. Torrents of rain fell. 
At day break the water on all sides was sur- 
roundirg the city with alarming rapidity. At 
{' o'clock the wind shifted to the northeast 
aud the city was saved from being flooded, as 
the bay had risen above the docks and was 
encroaching on the streets. Communi¢ation 
with the mainland was cut off un- 
til this afternoon, when the Misouri Pacifi2 
railroad got a train out, The Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe railroad 
track for nearly two miles approaching the 
long bridge is washedaway. It will take 
Lewy a week torepair the damage. In the 
meantime the Santa Fe will enter this city 
over the Missouri Pacific track. Damage on 
the Gulf side of the island wi!! reach several 
thousand dollais. Thetrack of the Gulf City 
street railway is washed away. Fronting the 
Beach hotel] numerous small bath houses were 
washed out to sea. Noserious damage is re- 
ported to shipping. Foreign vessels lying out 
side Weighed anchor and moved further out 
to sea On the approach of the storm. 

Dispatches from the interior and down the 
coast indicate that the storm was local to this 
1mmediate vicinity. Orange, on the Sabine 
river, reports an extraordinary rainfall there 
today anda heavy gale from the southeast, 
which caused the river to rise four feet during 
the day.

MINES SHUTTING DOWN. 


A Bad State of Affairs About Pittsburg on 
Account of Low Water. 

PisTsBURG, June 14.—The mines along the 
Monengahela river are mostly shut down, and 
unless there should be arise ia the river, all 
will be idle by theend ofthe week. From 
five to six million bushels ofcoal are now 
ready to be sentonthe first water. Before 
natural gas was so generally used in the mills 
in this city, the demand for coal here was suf- 
ficient to keep a number of works running. It 
was known among river men as the ‘flat boat 
trade.’ This is almost a thing of the past now, 
and tow boat men, who found employment for 
their boats, have been forced intothe lower 
river trade, shipping coal to Cincinnati, St. 
Louis and other points. 


Miners Returning to Work. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., June 14 —The strike 
among coal miners in New river region is vir- 
tually over. The miners at Stone cliff who 
have been out have returnea to work. This 
makes seven mines out of twelvein the New 
river district at work. Itis believed-that al! 
the mines will be in full operation before the 
week closes. Those who are posted say that 
this ends all the trouble and that the credulity 
of miners will not be imposed upon in the fu- 
ture by mercenary people. 


JUMPED FOR THEIR LIVBS.

A Mattress Factory in Chicago Burns—The 
Employes’ Narrow Escape, 


CuicaGo, June 14.—Payne, Sorrin & Men- 
zie’s mattress factory, at Twenty-fourth and 
Butler streets, was totally burned this after- 
noon, and it was reported at the fire alarm 
cflice that three of the female employes had 
lost their lives. The building is a three-story 
ove of flimsy material. It was filled with most 
inflemmalbie material and the flames spread 

ith fearful rapidity. The blaze originated 
in the machinery. When the engines got 
there, the employes, of whom there wasa 
large number, had to flee for theirlives. A 
number of girls were in a corner of the build- 
ing. Finding escape shut off they had to jamp 
to save thewselves. Two were badly hurt. It 
is greatly feared that alarge number of em- 
ployes are in the ruins and as soon as the fire 
was under control the firemen commenced 
search, 

The girls who were shut off from the stair- 
way by the flames numbered  nine- 
teen. They rushed, panic stricken to the 
windows, and before ladders could be obtained 
five of the girls jumped or were pushed to the 
pavement below. Each was dangerously and 
one probably fatally injured. The latter is 
Kittie Hiederbrandt, who had both arms and 
one leg broken, and is believed to be hurt 
internally. Uy) toa late hour no evidence has 
been discovered that any of the employes 
were in the ruins,

A Suit Against General Jordan. 

New YorRK, June 14.—In the United States 
district court the trial begun today of the suit 
brought by the government against General 
Thomas Jordan, who was captain and quarter- 
master in the army during the Mexican war and 
retaired his commission until May, 1561, when he 
resigned and entered the confederate army. It is 
claimed that his accounts during the Mexican war 
showed a shortage of $17,982, and it is sought to re- 
cover that amount with interest. The defense is 
a denial of existence of shortage. The case is still 
going on.

SUICIDE OF A KING. 


LUDWIG. THE DEPOSED RULER OF 
BAVARIA, DROWNS HIMSELF. 


While Promenading in a Park, in Company witha 
Physician the King Jumps intoa Lake—The 
Physician Loses His Life in an Endeav. 
or to Rescue His Royal Patient. 


Mounicn, June 14.—King Ludwig, who was 
recently deposed from the Bavarian throne, 
committed suicide, at six o'clock yesterday 
evening. He had gone out for a promenade in 
the [park of Berg castle, accompanied by Dr. 
Gudden. his physician. The king suddenly 
threw himself into Starnberg lake and was 
drowned. The physican jumped into the wa- 
ter to rescue the king and was also drowned. 
The medical commission which examined the 
late King Ludwig, report that he had ordered 
members of the ministerial deputation headed 
by Count Holstein, who cailed upon him to 
procure his consent to a regency, to be flozged 
until they bled and then to have their eyes ex- 
tracted, Before his death the belief was spread- 
ing among the common people of Bavaria that 
the king’s deposition was illegal. The people 
did not believe he wasinsane. [Precautions 
had been taken to prevent the populace from 
rising to restore the king. 

THE PEOPLE’S SORROW. 

The suicide has cast a deep gloom over Mu- 
nich. Now itisseen plainly thatthe people 
were deeply attached tothe kingand evi- 
dences are everywhere manifested of popular 
sorrow caused by histragic death. The police 
have issued the following bulletin: 

‘The king quietly submitted to the advice of 
the medical commission and left for Berg castle. 
Yesterday evening his majesty went out for a 
walk inthe park, in company with Dr. Gudiden. 
Their prolonged absence Caused anxiety at the 
eastle. The perk jand shores of Lake Stainberg 
were searched. The bodie- of the king and Dr. 
Gudden were found inthe water. Both showed 
Slightsigns of animation. Efforts to restore life, 
however, were unavailing.”’ 

ALLEGIANCE TO THE NEW KING, 

At 10 o’clock this morning the generals of 
the Bavarian army met and took the oath of 
allegiance to King Ludwig’s brother, Otto,who 
at once assumes the title of king under the 
name of Otto the First. He is three years 
vounger than Ludwig, having been born April 
2.. 1848. 

Otto, however,will be simply nominally king 
as he is mentally incapable of government, 
aud Prince Linthpold, his uncle, will remain 
regent. The generals of the army have taken 
the oath of aliegiance to Prince Linthpold as 
regent. The Bavarian troops took oaths simi- 
lar tothcse sworn by the genera!s. 

HOW THE BODIES WERE FOUND. 

King Ludwig promenaded yesterdry morn- 
ing and quietly conversed with liis attendaut 
on «a bench in Deer park, neara point of the 
luke where a placard is posted forbidding pir- 
sons toJand. Ludwig and Dr. Gudden dined 
tugethber in the evening. The king was com- 
pesed in demeanor. He ate rapidly, finishing 
the meal in half an. hour. Afterward, the 
king and physician leftc the castle together. 
‘Tlie attendants were ordered to remain inthe 


castle. At11 o’clock last night the two bodies 
were found in the lake, fifty paces from 
the shore’ in five feet of h 


water near the bench upon which the two sat 
in the morning. Dr. Gudden must have beea 
forced beneath the water during the struggle, 
as the king’s footmarks were traced further 
than thedoctor’s. The umbrellas of beth and 
the king’s coat and overcoat. which had evi- 
dently been torn from his body, werelying on 
the bank of the lake. The dead king’s fiager 
nuils exactly fit the scratches ov Dr. Gudden’s 


face. In agsworn deposition, dated June “th, 
the four physicians who exam- 
ined Ludwig unanimously declared 


thet he was gravely deranged, his affection 
taking tbe form known to lunacy experts as 
‘Paranoia,’ which is incurable; that farther 
decay was certain; that the malady absolutely 
deprived the king of free volition, and that it 
would prevent his governing for the remain- 
der of his life. This deposition was signed by 
Drs. Gudden, Hagen. Grasbey and Hubrich. 

The king before plunging into the lake 
divested himself of his two. coats, which were 
found on the bank, and led to the discovery 
of the bodies. 

Church bells have been sending forth mu ftled 
peals throughout the day. Excited and sor- 
rowing crowds of people thronged the streets, 
Cespite a heavy rain. Thousands surrounded 
the palace awaiting the issue of proclamations 
in regard to succession to the throne. 

ARRIVAL OF THE KING'S CORPSE. 

The remains of Ludwig have arrived here, 
end have been depcsited in Marter Kapelle. 
Professor Ruedinger will hold a post mortem 
€xamination tomorrow. The funeral will 
probably take place Saturday. The Allge- 
meine Zeitung says that it is impossible, with- 
outa violation of the respect due the dead 
king, to publish the particulars of his malady. 
It appeals tothe ultramontaine press to defer 
judgment, and says that the diet will not em- 
bitter the situation needlessly.

BELFAST, June 14.—Rey. Hugh Hanna, D. 
D., Presbyterian minister of St. Enoch’s 
church, inthis city, preached a sermon last 
evening on the recent riots. He said: 

‘‘We will not become partners of the apostles of 
sedition and outrage. But we will defend our- 
selyes from the denomination of such. The loyal 
celebration of Victoriaenraged the government 
which, traitorous to its trust, has slandered our 


people. We are resolved to maintain our 
relations with England. If the govern- 
ment thinks that Ulster will be 


easily subjugated by a seditious parliament, it has 
signally failed in its estimate of us. The people of 
the north have effective means of resistence, but 
the time has not come yet to employ them The 
humblest of the seven victims who succumbed last 
Wednesday under the murderous fire of Morley’s 
militia, presented a higher and nobler type otf 
character than does Morley.”’ 

The Catholic clergy of Belfast yesterday 
congratulated their people upon their “patience 
and forbearance under the provoking circum- 
stances,” and urged them to continue to keep

AFTER MISS FIELD’S MONEY. 
A Long-Lost Father Claims His Deceased 
Daughter’. Fortune. 

NEW YorK, June 14.—A singular case, in- 
volving the return of a man long supposed to 
be dead, bas come to light in Jersey City. On 
November 1, 1-"5, dispatches from El Paso, 
Tex., announced the sucden death of Arabella 
Fie'd, No. 572 Atlanticavenue, Brooklyn. Miss 
Field was on her way, unattended, from San 
Prancisco to Washington. She stopped at El 
Paso November 17 last at the Grand Central 
hotel in that city. Four days laterher body 
wus found ina bath room. She had been 
stricken with apoplexy. 

There wasasad story connected with her 
life, which gained but little publicity at the 
time. Her mother died when Arabeila was 
three years old. Heronly sister followed her 
mother, leaving Arabella and her six-year-old 
brother inthe care of their father, Thomas 
W. Field. The latter disappeared about forty- 
two years ago and al! tidings of him were lost. 
The two children were cared for by friends, 
aud both received a good = education. 
Arabella, when old enough, obtained a 
position in one of the public schools of this 
city. Her brother entered the army and is 
supposed to have been killed during the war. 
Miss Field became well known asa teacher. 
Her last position was in the boys’ school on 
Thirteenth street, near Sixth avenue. Pro- 
perty was left her by friends and she decided 
to travel. She made one or two trips 
around the world, and was on her way home 
when she died. 

Hier will showed that she was posssssed of aa 
estate valued at about $30,000. Principal 
ates, of the Thirteenth street schdol, and 
Mr. J. Tomes, of Brooklyn, were named as 
executors of the will, which was offered for 
probate in Hudson county, N. J., where she 
owned real estate. Miss Field left small lega- 
cies to intimate friends, put bequeathed the 
greater portion of her property te the Woman's 
Missionary society, of New York. Some time 
ago the executors received letters from Califor- 
nia, signed by Thomas W. Field, saying that 
Miss Field was his daughter. He made in- 
quiries concerning her property, and not re- 
ceiving satisfactory responses, came to Jersey 
City and placed his case in the hands of a law- 
ver. Field claims that he lost sight of his 
children and believed they were dead. He 
expects to obtain a large part of hisdaughter’s 
estate. His hopes are based upon the fact that 
by the laws of this state, where Miss Field re- 
sided, persons leaving parents or children can- 
not bequeath more than one-half of their es- 
tatee to benevolent institutions.

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ANOTHER UNFORTUNATE 


D. E. B. WELLS TAKES BIS LIFE 
WITH HISOWN HAND. 


In a Fit cf Despor dency ~—“ Moneyless and Priend- 
jJees”’—Bad Details—The Wesleyan Commence- 
mente—The New Government Build- 
ings—Persona! Paragrephs, Etc. 


MAcon, June 14.—[Special.]—The quiet pre- 
cincts of Vineville were startled and shocked 
by the suidideof David E. B. Wells, at the 
home of his brother-in-law, Horace Adams. 
this morning at eight o’clock. Wells was a 
man about thirty-five years of age, and was 
separated from his wife, having with him one 
little bey five yearsold. He was at one time 
possessor of considerable property, but habits 
of dissipation and attendant evils wrecked 
him mentelly, physically and financially. 
About the middle of last week he was dis- 
ebarged from the employ of Adams & Co., 


‘after which he grew very despondent, and | 


remained around his brother-in-law’s home 
until this morning, when he went out to the 
barn and sat down on a little platform. Bob 
Parker, the stable boy, came out to look afer 
the horses and found Wells sitting there. 
Wells remarked to him that he wanted him to 
take a note which he held in his hand to the 


house, 

‘Tl AM GOING AWAY,” 
said he, and he shook hands with Bob, who 
insisted that he ought to wait until he, Bob, 
could carry the note tothe house. Bob then 
left, and just as he reached the door he heard 
a pistol shot, and said to Mrs. Adams: ‘Oh, I 
believe Mr. Wells bas shot himself.” 

Returning, he found the poor suicide lying 
on the platform, grasping his pistol in his right 
hand and gasping for breath. Bob ran and 
telephoned Mr. H. J. Lamar, Jr., who arrived 
en the scene in a few minutes, and 
found the poor fellow dying. Dr. Hall was 
sent for: and when he arrived he madea hur- 
ried examination of the wound and saw that 
the poor fellow could not live and turned him 
over on his face and tried to staunch the flow 
of blood from the wound, which was just 
above the right ear, the ball penetrating the 
brain. 

He lingered on unconscious until 19 o'clock, 
when his unbappy spirit took its flight.

Coroner Hodnett was notified and empan- 
elled a jury ofingnest. The jury had the 
note in evidence, and it was addressed to H. 
T. Adams and family. It read: 

Tell father not to grieve for me. 
Gead remove my body to the hospital, but 
todie bere.

His 
grandfather wasold Judge Dan Tucker, of 
Milledgeville. Wells has shown symptoms of 
insanity at previous intervals. though ofa 
rather mild form. He has threatened to kill 
himself on several occasions, but no one 
thought he would put his threat into effect. 

Ward & Bond took charge ofthe body and 
prepared it for burial. Mr. Abner I’, Holt was 
foreman of the jury of inquest, and returned a 
verdict in aecordance with the facts.

McGaw Resigns the Superintendency cf the Algernon 
Mille, and thus Removes the Cause for a 
Strike-—His Action Based on Consider- 
stion for the Women end Children.

AveusTa, Ga.. June 14.—[Special.]—The 
impending trouble that was to have taken 
place this day among the mill employes of 
Augusta has been averted. Mr. D. McGaw, on 
whose account the trouble was begun, and 
whose overseership the men in the milf ob- 


ditionally resigning his position in the Alger- 
non mill, reserving the right to demand an 
exhaustive examination of the charges pre- 
ferred against him, and asserting that a com- 
plete vindication would undoubtedly result. 

“T cannot see 4,000 people thrown out of 
employment on my account,’ said Overseer 
McGaw; ‘‘not that I care so much for the men 
that are employed in the Augusta sailling in- 
tereste, but that the hundreds of he!pless chil- 
dren and delicate women dependent on the 
miJ] labor appeal to me to sacrifice this posi- 
tion of mine.”’ 

THE AGREEMENT REACHED, 

This morning at the Algernon mills, Saper- 
intendent Woodward, with his own hands 
rang the bell and started the machinery, and 
put the apparatus in motion. Not an employe 
was to be seen going to his office. Mr. Wood- 
ward hurried a communication to the striking 
weavers informing them that the object of 
their displeasure would no longer be connect- 
ed with the Algernon, and informing them 
that the weavers were expected at their posts 
immediately. This communication was hand- 
ed to the following committee of five, repre- 
senting the striking men, and not represent- 
ing the Knights of Labor, as has been errone- 
ously reported here: John Head, Elbert Z7- 
ler, Walter Henning, John Pafiington and 
James Coureey. This committee immediately 
went in session, and aftera few moment de- 
liberation submitted to Mr. Woodward the 
following: 

“Mr. McGaw’s connection with the Algernon 
mills has ended?’ 

‘‘As overseer, yes.” 

“Willany one taking partion th's strike be 
discharged because oftheir action, or have 
they in any way incurred theenmity ofthe 
management?” 

“No, to both questions.” 

“Will the leaders in this movement be pun- 
ished in any way?” 

“Not in the least. Return to work, gentle- 
men, and your relations with the management 
ef the Algernon will be as if this trouble had 
never occurred.” 

‘The force will report at the dinner hour.” 

Thisisthe substance ofthe conversation, 
and not the exact words used. 

RETURNED TO WORK. 

At 1 o'clock the strikers returned to duty, 
aud everything is working along as smoothly 
as before the happenings of the past week, 
which have stirred up the town in no smal! 
degree. Many were gathered about the nu- 
Irerous mills in expectancy of seeing a gen- 
eral walk out today. 

Overseer McGaw has made friends by 
the score@in Angusta by action, 
even the striking employes saying kind words 
inhisbehalf, though heretofore they have 
been demonstrative in denunciation of him

The Cherokees in Georgia, the Carolinas, 
Tennessee and New Jersey.

The eastern band ot the Cherokee Indians is 
now scattered in six states. The bulk of the tribe 
have their home in North Carolina. In Swain and 
Other western counties these Indians have a resery- 
trust.

DEBT OF THE PACIFICS. 


senator J. E.MéDonald on What the Roads 
Owe the Government. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

COLUMBUS, O., June 11.—I met ex-Senator 
Joseph E. McDonald, of Indianapolis, at the Neill 
house last evening. He was over here on the Bell 
Telephone case. Knowing that he took an active 
part in the Thurman funding act relating to the 
Pacific roads while a member of the United States 
senate, I asked him to give me his views upon the 
pending bill, framed by Congressman Outhwaite, 
extending and fixing the time forthe payment of 
the Pacific railroad bonds. 

Senator McDonald entercd intosome very inter- 
esting details, beginning with the original Thur- 
man act and coming down tothe present. Said he: 

“Something must be done tomeet the case of 
the maturing bonds, which come due in 1898—that 
is tosay they werefpayable thirty years from 
the date of their issue, and they come Pe in ’97, 
98 and ‘99, the mean time’ being in '98. Unless 
something isdone the government will have to 
take possession of the road upon its second lien 
and pax off the $56,000,000 first lien .’’ 

‘Will you kindly explain the real objectof the 


bill? 
‘Briefly it is this: It is proposed to ascertain the 
present indebtedness of the roadsto the govern- 
ment, principal and interest. and consolidate 
them, beginning with October 1, 1886. Upon this 
the roads are to pay into the treasury 3%per,cent in- 
terest and a portion of the principal, beginning 
from that date, so that the whole ofthe principal 
will be discharged in 140 semi-annual payments. 
Let us take the Ceniral Pacific, for instance. In 
round §jnbmbers the bonds of that road 
Amount to $27,000,(00. The government has paid 
to date $25.600.000 of interest. The Central Pa- 
cific is, therefore, indebted to the government in 
the round sum of $50,000,000. The indebtedness of 
nom Union Pacific is, in round numbers, $55,009, - 
000 

“Now, referring to the Cenrral. Pacific again for 
ililjustration, under the provisions of the bill it 
would be required to pay overto the government 


the property of the roads. There are, say, 835 
miles of the Central Pacific and J,409 of the Union 
Pacitic on which this second lien is placed. They 
bave, in addition, as much more mileage on which 
no government lien is held. Under the pending 
bill all the mileage and property of the road is to 
be subjected to the second lien of the government, 
practically doubling the securiety.’’ 

“What is the government now deriving from 
tbere roads in the way of money?’ 

_ “Nothing. It is held for the interest on $55,009,- 
C00 poe maturing in 1895, at the rate of per 
cent. 

“Then under the pending bill instead of the 
government paying 6 per cent interest on $5°,000,- 
(00 it will receive each year in sem-annua! piy- 
ments > per cent, beginning with that amount of 
interest on $102,000,000, or over $3,000,000 interest, 
and also 1%4 per cent of the principal of $105,00,- 
OLO, amounting to one million and a half annually 
— $4,600,000 in all””’

@‘‘Unhesitatingly; I do. There ‘are five trans- 
continental linesin the United States and one iu 
Canada.

Mr. ©uth- 
vw aite’s bill, the government is sure to get back its 
investirentin time. The additional security in the 
way of added liensupon additional mileage, and 
the fact thateach investment paid makes more 
sure the payment of the remainder, entitles 
the author of the bill to great praise.”’

Slandering the People. 

We learn from some of the prominent 
Bacon organs that the ‘‘Atlanta ring’’ is 
sending out agents armed with money and 
whisky to buy votes for General Gordon.

A Prediction With Something in It. 

‘A northern critic in an appreciative re- 
view of Thomas Nelson Page’s last story re- 
marks that ‘‘all the signs point to the fact 
that when the American novel is written, it 
will be written south of Mason and Dixon’s 
line.”’ 

There bas always been a disposition to re- 
gard the south asa land of romance. Our 
legends and traditions, our types of charac- 
ter, our phases of life are picturesque and 
full of stirring interest. From the appear- 
ance of William Gilmore Simms’s first story 
there has never been a time when a fairly 
written distinctively southern novel would 
not have been hailed with delight. 

We all understand why the south has done 
£0 little in literature. For generations our 
brightest minds gave themselves to politics 
and the learned professions. Destruction 
and reconstruction changed all this, and the 
southern intellect devoted all its energies to 
material progress. Slowly out of this real 
work, or side by side with it, has grown the 
cultivation of the real ideal. Some faint 
foreshadowing of the result we see in the 
product of our new school of writers. 

The critic already quoted drops a valua- 
ble hint when he compliments foreign wri- 
ters andsays: ‘‘We have not one bird with 
sense enough and talent enough to warble 
his own native wood-notes wild.” This 
pointer is worth considering. Readers are 
sick and tired of the bloodless, colorless style 
of writing, modeled after the English schodi 
or, when it is original, in direct opposition 
* fo natural metheds, There ig a field for the 


wiiter who will draw to the lifethe old 
time southern planter, the old black ‘‘mam- 
my,’’ the overseer, the cracker, the northern 
adventurer, the owner of a thousand slaves, 
the grand dame, the mountain lass, and the 
loves and hates and vicissitudes of their 
lives. Our colonial history, too, is a rich 
“pocket”? that would well repay the worker. 
The war period and the reconstruction era 
can bever be exausted. 

We believe that there is something in the 
prediction assigning the eomiog American 
novel to a southerner. But we do not ex- 
pect a sudden tidal wave of first-class litera- 
ture. Our writers are ahead of their north- 
ern contemporaries in pative talent, but in- 
ferior to them in artistic workmanship. We 
are giadually and surely overcoming this 
drawback: When we learn to be as pains- 
taking in polishing our rough diamonds as 
our northern contemporaries are in impart- 
ing a shimmering glitter to their paste gems 
our work will take its proper place in the 
literary market. It is well to understand 
that predictions will not bring us to the fore 
in litctature or anythingelse, but intelligent 
and honest work will do it.

How Local Option Works. 

All sorts of reports come from the prohibi- 
tion states and local option districts. The 
statements made are so conflicting that the 
searcher after truth finds it difficult to get 
at the bottom facts. Recently the dry wave 
has spread over a yvood many counties in 
Texas. The other day a Dallas News re- 
porter interviewed a wholesale liquor dealer, 
who said that he was about to ship a lot of 
whisky to the prohibition town of Denton. 

‘But that is nothing,’’ he remarked, ‘‘we ship it 
to local option counties in every conceivable 
shape—in jugs, valises, bandboxes, kegs, etc. In 
fact, the prohibition trade is the best tbat we have 
got; and the maximum of consumption seems to 
be reaehed in prohibition districts. the people of 
those districts seeming)y taking larger and more 
numerous drinks than where the sale of liquor is 
legalized. It is the greatest humbug in the world, 
this thing of trying to regulate the appetite by law. 
It is human nature io crave for what is forbidden 
and compulsory abstinence from drink reactsin a 
desire for it, demoralizing the public and setting 
them against the law. A party was tried in Den- 
ton the other day for violation of the prohibition 
statute. The principal witness for the state testi- 
fied that he called for whisky and was informed 
by the bartender that he had none, but conld fur 
nish him lard oil. ‘Well,’ said the party, ‘give me 
a drink of lard oil.’. The state’s attorney asked the 
witness if it was lard oil which was given him, to 
which the witness replied that he did not know 
what it was, but he was sure thut the bottle was 
marked ‘lard oil’ and he took a drink of it, 

The dealer went on to say that he did a 
big business in all the local option ,counties. 
In some he sold more than before prohibi- 
tion. The liquor was shipped in barrels, 
jugs, valises, bandboxes and packages. 

Perhaps this will lead the reader to the 
conclusion that the local option law is 
worthless. Before passing such an extreme 
judgment he should read the following ex- 
tract from an Atlanta letter to the Cincin- 
nati Commercial, written by a prominent 
Ohiean: 

At present all restaurants and bars must and do ac- 
tually close at 12 o’cleck at night, and on Sundays, 
when drinkscan only be had by smuzgling. In July 
ihe prohibition becomes absolute. The law then 
takes effect which forbids, totally forbids, the sale 
of liquor to be drank upon the premises as a bey- 
erage, Mint iuleps, coektails, punches, smashes, 
cobblers, whisky straights, sour, sweet, crooked, 
etc, (pardon me if my education fails to enumer- 
ate them all), must not, can not, and will not be 
sold in Atlanta. Justthink of it, sixty thousand 
people and not a drinking-house in the city! I in- 
quired of a wholesale liquor dealer whether the 
law would be obeved and what he would do. He 
said yes, and he would goto Chattanooga. I in- 
quired of the keeper of a restaurant what he 
would do, Hesaid close up. linquired whether 
the law would he obeyed. He said certainly, that 
no man in Atlanta would think of violating the 
law; that the officers of the city government would 
see that the Jaw was enforced. It seems hardly 
credible to a Cincinnatian who walks up Vine 
Street that the government of a city can bring the 
liquor trafiic into such subjection. Laws as pro- 
bibitory as those of Atlanta have stood upon our 
statute books from time immemorial], with a city 
full of officials, but all to no purpose, The law 
can be enforced. 


This correspondent saw and heard enough 
here to satisfy him that the people as well 
as the officers in Atlanta were determined 
to have the prohibition law enforced. He 
found such unavimity of opinion that he 
was convinced against his will. 


What does this show? Simply this: Local’ 


option is suecessful wherever the masses of 


the people respect the law and uphold the 
officers in enforcing it. In districts where 
there is a disposition to defy the law, and 
where the officials sympathize more or les3 
with the feeling of their constituents, prohi- 
bition isa mere sham. Here in Atlanta, as 
the Cincinnati correspondent intimates, the 
law and order sentiment is so dominant that 
the anti probibitionists, now that the fight 
is over, are as much in earnest about enforc- 
ing the law as any other class. The success 
or failure of prohibition anywhere depends 
entirely upon the measure of the comman- 
ity’s respect for law. 


The Suicide of Kiag Ludwig. 

The Jast days of the ill-starred King Lud- 
wig, of Bavaria, afford material for a sad and 
sevsational chapter. 

Twenty-two years ago Ludwig,then a youth 
of nineteen or twenty, succeeded his father 
to the throne. He was brilliant, gifted and 
high-spirited. His people loved him, and 
he seemed to have their interest at heart. 
His reign opened auspiciously, but the king 
developed many eccentricities. He squan- 
dered money with a prodigal hand, piled up 
an enormous load of debt, turned night into 
day in the pursuit of immoral pleasures, 
aid finally, the fact that he was a madman, 
could no longer be concealed. A regency 
was established ; the insane monarch was 
burried away to a castle in the country, and 
there his plunge into the lake ended his 
career, and dragged down toan untimely 
death his faithful physician. 

The death of Lndwig came just in time to 
save his kingdom from civil war. It appears 
that the common people bad their don)ts 
about the deposition and the regency. They 
believed that Ludwig was in the hands of his 
enemies, and were on the point of rushing 
tohisrescue. It is lucky that they did not 
carry out their plau. TheJast kingly act of 
Ludwig was to order several of his ministers 
to be flogged and to have their eyes put out 
for their audacity in proposing the regency. 
If the mob had succeeded in restoring this 
bloodthirsty’ madman to the throne, his 
lease of power would have been brief; but 
there is no telling what atrocities his dis- 
ordered brain would have led him into. 

Insanity was common among the members 
of the dead king’s family. His grandpar- 
ents both died insane, and bis father dis- 
graced himself by taking the notorious Lola 
Montez to live with himin the palace. 
With such antecedents what could be ex- 
pected ?

THE UNHAPPY ISLES. 


Americans highting for a Pretender to the 
Throne. 

SAN FRANcIScO, June 14.—Private advices 
received here by the steamer Mararoa from the 
Samoan [islands {under date of May 13th, say that 
Kipg Malietoa addrissed a communication to 
United States Consul Greenbaum, stating that 
a portion of his subjecis,under Tomosese pretender 
to the throne, were in rebellion and requesting 
the American consul to issue a proclamation order- 
ing all people in Samoa to be orderly and to 
return to their homes. In response 
to request, Consul Greenbaum issued a proclama- 
tion on May 1!4, ordering all persons within the 
kingdom to live peaceably, and all persons who 
may bave assembled forthe purpose of opposing 
the vovernment of King Malietoa to disperse 
forthwith. This was followed on May 27 by a joint 
proclamation issued by the American, British and 
German consuls, recognizing Kine. Malietoa as the 
rightful ruler of the Samoan islands. This is be- 
lieved to have effectively disposed of the claim of 
Tomasese. No further trouble is feared.

A CASE OF LARCENY TRACED T 
HIM, AND THEN 


He Ewallows a Dose of Morphine — Physicians are 
Called In, and His Life is Saved—A Sleeping 
Car Broken Open— The Stolen Goods in Den- 
Bis’s Possession Dennis Locked Up. 


Virgil Dennis,a young white man exten- 
sively known in Atlanta, made a desperate ef- 
fort to commit suicide last night. 

Dennis wanted to die because a case of lar- 
ceny was traced to him. 

Several months ago asieeping car was left 
over night on a side track of the East Tennes- 
see road, and during the night the car was 
broken open and a small mirror, an ax, a saw 
and some other tools were stolen therefrom. 
The case was reported at police headquarters 
the next morning and a description of the 
stolen articles was registered. Detectives were 
detailed to, 

INVESTIGATE THE THEFT, 

but success did not attend their work, and in 
a short time the matter was forgotten. A 
few days age, however, Captain Moon received 
some information touching the ‘case, and at 
once went to work upon it. Aday or two 
ago he succeeded in learning that some of the 
stolen goods were at Dennis’s home. Den- 
nis’s reputation had alwas been good, and not 
wishing to incur ridicule, the captain worked 
a with the matter before making 

nown his suspicions in any way. Yesterday, 
however, he ascertained beyond a doubt, that 

THE TOOLS WERE AT DENNIS’S HOME, 


and that from all that he could learn he 
was responsible for the car  break- 
ing. When all doubt as to Dennis’s guilt was 


removed Captain Moon decided to act, and 
late yesterday afternoon he made a call at 
lyennis’s home in order to accomplish his 
arrest. Dennis was not at home 
whenthe captain called. but the tools were 
there. The captain decided to take charge of 
the tools and hadthem removed te police 
headquarters. Soon after Captain Moon left 
the house Dennis put in an appearance and 
was [quickly informed of the captain’s visit, 
The information 
WAS A TERRIBLE BLOW 

to the young man and inan instant he made 
up his mind to die by his own hands. rather 
than undergo the mortification of an arrest for 
larceny. 

Having arrived at this conelusion Dennis 
left his home and hurried up Marietta street 
to a drug store where he purchased seme mor- 
phine. He then went back to his home, and 
seating himself in the door way, with his wife 
and mother-in-law, swallowed the drug, but 
did it in such a manner that 

THEY DID NOT ORSERVE HIM 
doit. Inashort time the drug began to take 
effect and Dennis passed from a drowsy con- 
dition into a deep sleep. He was usually 
talkative when with his family and his 
drowsy condition soon attracted the attention 
_of his wife, who tried to arouse him but with- 
out suecess. Finally the wife and her mother 
became alarmed and fearing that something 
was wrong sent fora physician. Dr. Parks 
responded to the call and when he reached 
Dennis’s home found him in a deep slee;). 
The doctor’s trained eye soen convinced him 
that the man bad taken a good dose of mor- 
phine, and he at once 
BEGAN ADMINISTERING ANTIDOTES, 

This was about seven o’clock and until near- 
ly nine the doctor remained with his patient 
and then pronouncing him out of danger left, 
During the battle for hfe Captain Moon was 
looking for Dennis and when he heard of his 
attempt to kill himself hurried to his home. 
The captain found Dennis in a fair condition 
and placing him under arrest sent for Black 
Maria, alld had him carried to police head- 
quarters where he was locked up. Dennis de- 
nies both the theft with which he is 
charged and the attempt to suicide, 

“No,” he said, “I did not try to kill myself.” 

“Then, why did you take the mor- 
phine?”’ 

“Because I have not been able to sleep any 
for two or three nights, and I took a dose to 
put me to sleep.” 

‘Where did you get it” 

“IT bought it from a doctor, and I only took 
a small dose.” 

“How about these stolen goods?” 

“If they are stolen, I don’t Know it?” 

“Where did you get them?” 

‘‘T purchased them a week or so ago from a 
negro, and when the time comes I wiil be able 
to show just where and how | gotthem,” 

WHO IS HE? 

Dennis was at one time an amateur detect- 
ive, and gave promise of making a good work- 
man, but because fameand money did not 
come fast enough he gaveupthe work and 
went to raijJroading.- He has for two years 
been a switch hand inthe East Tennessee 
yard, and has been considered a faithful, 
honest workman. He has a wife, who is 
craved over the charges against her husband 
aud his arrest.

COTTON SEED DYE. 


Descriplion of a New Coloring Principle 
Termed Gossypin. 


During the cotton exposition, Mr. Alfred L. 
Kennedy, of Philadelphia, was the head of 
one of the departments, He became greatly 
interestod in the south’s great staple, cotton, 
and after returning to Philadelphia gave its 
culture and manufacture much study. On 
yesterday Commissioner of Agriculture J, T. 
Henderson received a letter from Mr. Kennedy 
containing some interesting information con- 
cerning the coloring matter which may be ex- 
tracted from cotton seed. 

Among other things Mr. Kennedy says: 

‘‘The interest in your great fibre; which made 
meaco-workerin the Atlanta cotton exposition, 
has suffered nodiminution as frequent articles on 
it from my pen attest. Inspinning and weaving 
great progress has been made. In dyeing and 
calico printing comparatively little. The descrip- 
tion I have given of the coloring principle of the 
cotton seed will, I hope, serve to direct the atten- 
tion of all interested in manufacturing 
eotton in the land of its growth. 

‘The quantity of cotton seed annually crushed 
and pressed for oilin the United “tates probably 
ejuaistwo and three-quarter millions of tons, 
aud if we add to this the half million tons 
similary treated in Eurape, the proportions of this 
giantirfant industry begin to appear. As express- 
ec, the oil is of an intense ruby color, sometimes 
verging to black, owing toits coutainiog in solu- 
tion a powerful vegetable coloring principle, prop- 
erly termed gossypin. This gan ga distin 

uishes it from all other oils. The oil cells appear 
in the seeds as brown specks dispersed through the 
albuminous matter. According to Mr. James 
Longmore, of the Liverpool! section of the Society 
of Chemical Industry, who has given great atten- 
tion to the subject, the quantity of coloring matter 
in aton of crude oil is fifteen pounds,although this 

roportion must vary considerably. The woody 
Suk of the seed also contains a large quantity ap- 
parently of the same nature. Its properties are in- 
solubility in acids, slight solubility in water, free 
solubility in alcohol or alkalis. In its dry state it 
isa light powder ofa pungent odor, ofa brown 
color, and strongly tinctorial. 

To dye wool with gossypin, take for every ten 
pounds cfyarn, seven ounces of the dye dissolved 
with seven ounces of soda crystals in sufficient 
water, and boii forthree hours. Another method 
is 1o prepare the bath by <lisso!ving the gossypin 
with the requisite amount of soda crystals, and 
then precipitate it with just the quantity of sul- 
phuric, bydrochloric, or acetic acid necessary to 
render the solution neutral. The coloring mat- 
ter remains in suspension in a very fine 
state of division. In this state it is taken up by 
the wool iinmediately. The operation is shorten- 
ed. but the wool is liable to be surface-dyed only, 
and in the operation of scouring the shade will be 
much lightened. No more sodium carbonate should 
be used than is absolutely necessary to dissolve the 
dye, as the attraction of the alkali neutralizes the 
attraction of the wool for the coloring matter. 

“A richer shade is obtained by using woo) pre 
viously mordanted inthe usual manner by work- 
ing in a bath of potassium bichromate; this deep- 
eus the shade, adv ine a warm brownish-red. 

“The shades and colors can be varied to any ex- 
tent by combinations with other coloring matters, 
especially the anilins, with which gossypin seems 
to possess-the property of forming definite com- 
pounds, the nature of which has not beea fully in- 
vestigated. These are formed by disolving equal 
weignts of gossypin and soda crystals in water, 
To \he strained solution thus obtained add a 

reviously prepared solution of the anilin 

dye, the Strength and quantity of the lafter 
beipg governed by the shade required. Tye 
whoie is then thorougbly mixed, and diinte sii- 
phuric acid is slowly poured in until the ueutra't- 
zation is effecied. Thecoloring matters precini- 
tate, and are separated, washed and dried. They 
are not decomposed by boiling water; they possess 
much of the brilliancy of the anilin and ofthe 
quality of fastness of vegetable dyes, The propor- 
tion of the former reauired istnerefore much re- 
duced. 

‘The methods of dyeing silks are 
those descriced for wool. 

“Ifthe coloring matteris heated to the boiling 
point with its own weight of soda crystals and six 
times its weight of water, the whole being stirred 
until dissolved, it will on cooling set to a pasie, 
and inthis form itis very readily soluble. For 
some purposes this may be more convenient than 
the dry powder.”’
